DESTRUCTIVE FIRE ON 
SATURDAY NIGHT. 


The Intelligencer Office a Prey 
to the Flames, 


For a second time tho office of Tur In- 
TRLLIGENCER has fallon a proy to tho flames. 
Almost twelve years ago, namely in Febru 
ary, 1863, our oflico Was destroyed by fire, 
and on Saturday night, December 26, 1874, 
an almost similar scono was ro-onacted. At 
about 9 o'clock on the night in question, a 
thick black smoke was noticed by a gentle- 
man who stood upon tho opposite side of the 
atrooct to bo hanging over Tie INrenut- 
oeNcen building. Crossing the road and 
proceeding to the lower bridge, in order to 
get a better viow, a8 tho smoke seemed to 
be issuing from the west end of tho building, 
he had scarcely reached the bridge when the 
flames burst out of the roof. An alarm was 
at once given, and willing hands essayed to 
aid in saving the valuable material with 


which the office was stocked: Those who 
enterod the, premises first saw that 
the burning in the garret 


ov news colnposin, room, 
in which the flames anaes to have 
originated. Many well-meant, but ill-direct- 
ed efforts were made to save material by 
throwing it out of the windows, aud carryin, 
such ¢: pe as was on galloys to places o} 
safoty ; but most of this matter was “pied "’ 
in such a manneras to render it almost 
valueless for future use. The flames sprea(l 
with such terrific rapidity, however, thi 
those who were working were driven out 
fore they had succeeded in saving much 
Those who were at work in the job depar 
mont, at the cast end of tho building, wo 
more successful, they saving tho greater p: 

of the stock of stationery—much of it, ho 
ever, in a damaged condition—and very 
nearly all the fouts of small job type. By 
this timo tho steam and chemical firo engines 
yot to work, also the hook and er com: 
pany, and such efliciont service dil they 
render that the fire was entirely confined to 
the Ha office, the store occupied by F, 
HL. Tous & Co., down stairs, escaping damage, 
except by water. 

As muy be imagined, the office presented 
a desolate appearance after the fire. Scat- 
tered over the floor in eyory direction lay 
the type which had been used in printing 
the newspaper, mixed with balf burnt wood, 
coaland plaster ; whilst on the racks on 
which they were kopt, were the large wood- 
on types used for poster printing, bent, 
twisted and curved ‘out of all useful shape 
hy the combined action of heat and water, 
On the imposing stones lay the pages of tho 
Prtathy and Wweukly paper in a most discour- 
aging condition, viewed with the eye of a 
printer, Hero an election nddresy liad been 
mixod up With somebody's more prosald at. 
vertisoment ; thee a handful of editorial, 
half melted, still holding forth boldly 
agninst political tergiversation, at least such 
ol it as could be real after being cleared of 
its coating of plaster aud coal. [n one cor- 
nor were sone cases, partial y burnt, and 
the type which they haa held melted 
jute’ one — solid mass ; and. close 
by was tho faithful power press which 
our reaclers have for upwards of eloven years 
been supplied with printed sheets, its wood 
work gouo, many of its vital parts twisted 
aud warped by the fierce heat which it had 
encountered, and altogether in a very bad 
condition—damaged, indeed, to such an ex- 
tont as to be valueless for the time being, 
A Washington hand press, which was but a 
fow feet distant, and other machinory, es- 
capod with but littleinjury, Iwo Gordon 
presses in the job room were uninjured, ex 
copt by water, and tho destruction of rollers. 

Tho whole loss may be summed up as fol- 
lows :—Newspaper material ond outfit o 
total loss, and footing up with the job type 
tlestroyed $1,200 ; insured for $850 in the 
Queen. Nowspaper press $1,150; insured 
for $750 in the Royal, Buililing $1,000 ; in- 
sured for $2,000 in the Proyinoial avd Queen 
iuclading the damage to the other presses, 
&o,, the total loss cannot fall shortof $3,000, 
exclusive of which are many articles of 
trifling money valuo, and yet which money 
could not replace, Mx, Rous" loss is covered 
by insurance, 

The blow has undoubtedly been a most 
discourazi rit did at the 
holiday season, and during the municipal 
and Parliamentary election conteata ; but 
wo feel assured that our readers and patrons 
will bear with us until the receipt of now 
miterial, And the possession of suitable pre- 

tocnablo us to issue ‘Due Lvrruir 
Aencekina form even superior to what 
i was before. 

As to tho origin of thee fire, no cause can 
be assigned. It. took place int arvom in 
which there had been no fire for months, 
and in which no material was stored which 
cuuld, by spontaneous combustion, lave 
caused ignition,  Uur best thanks aro duo 
to the firemen, who by their active and well 
euotaitrod™ exertions, “ Bucceeded in confining 
the fire to comparatively narrow limits, to 
those friends who used their best ondeavours 
to save our material from being consumed, 
and to the hundreds of political frionds and 
opponents as well, who havo exprossed their 
sympathy for our misfortuno,

haye never tried it. Fed with shorts and 
good hay our cows give milk which makes 
butter not quite as yellow as tho cow-slips, 
yetof an, agreeable colorand delicious 
taste. (Whenthe tie is strained the pins 
are pliced'in the milk room, opening out of 
the kitchen and warmed by it. Tho tem- 
perature rarely ri much over 65°; and 
often will sink to 36°, or lower. When it 
so cold as to freeze, the pans will be 
‘placed ine kitchen cupboards with gemore 
even temporatures Every morning and 
eVoning the panswhich hivestood twenty- 
four hours are put upon bits of soapstone 
lying on the stove, and are heated until the 
cream, which lias already risen, crinkles 
somewhat, They aro not heated to a boil- 
ing temperature, but very nearly. This 
throws up all the remainder of the cream 
in the milk, and makes it of a fino color, 
thick and leathery. Butter churns more 
readily from cream thus treated, fifteen 
minutes being suflicient time to bring 
it, A Blanchard churn I always prefer 
to any other kind, because a child can 
churn butter in it, and save my strongth, 
and it docs work out the butter milk to a 
charm; not a drop can remain in the butter 
if tho flaps aro only turnod a suficiont 
Jongth of time. Butter mado by this pro- 
coss necd not be handled excepting to 
form into butter pata or rolls. I must con- 
fess to a weakness for prettily stamped 
butter. It may not add to its flayor, but it 
certainly does to its appearance, and wo cat 
with our eyes as woll as with our tecth. 
‘ousowives will always find it an advan- 
tage to prepare their butter tastefully if 
they desire to obtain “‘gilt-cdged” prices for 
it, for consumers will always pay a little 
sombthing for ‘tlio’ looks) of | conimodity.

WETMORY'S ADVENTURES IN 
TEXAS PAN-HANDLE. 


A recent number of the Leavenworth 
Commercial contains an interesting account 
of an interview between its reporter and 
the two children of the Germaine family 
who were rescued from the Cheyenne 
Indians after the recent Smoky Hill. mas- 
sacre, Just before the interview the re- 
porter obtainod the details of an adventure 
of Lieutenant Wetmore, which we copy as 
follows ; 

“Xt General Pope's headquarters we 
had a most interesting conversation with 
Lieutenant W. B. Wetmore, of the United 
ates Sixth Cavalry, Aide-de-Camp to 
General Miles, commanding in the field 
ainst the Indians, who about two weeks 
ago was reported captured and scalped by 
tho savages, From his own lips we learn 
the facts in regard to his race for life in the 
Ah Pan-Handle, and the intense suffer- 
ing of himself and companion while lost 
in tho storm. 

“Tt appears that on the 16th of Novom- 
| ber Lieutenant Wetmore, accompanied by 
a servant, left Genoral Miles’ headquarters 
on the Washita, to carry despatches to 
Camp Supply. Reaching the Canadian 
River, he concluded to leaye the train and 
escort with which he had been traveling, 
nd strike for Supply, accompanied only by 
his servant. This wasa yory risky under- 
taking, 
show sly had Wetmore and Hamilton, 
his servant, left the train before they saw 
signs of the Indians. 

“But they were both full of pluck and 
anxious to reach their destination, and so 
unmindful of the danger they were in, 
defiantly galloped on towards the north. 
Towards night on the 17th the two reached 
a stream, where they determined to camp, 
but on rounding a point came suddenly on 
a band of three Indians, who, on secing the 
blue coats, scattered lke leaves before a 
winter wind. Hore was a nice position for 
tho two mon, for they well knew that the 
Indians they had met were but stragglers 
of a still larger party in the immediate 
neighborhood. And so it proved. Re- 
tracing their steps they put spurs to their 
horses only to rise into tlre midst of a party 
of nine mounted savages who were 50 
complet aken up by surprise at the ap- 
pea © of tho soldier boys that they 
merely turned on their horses and gave ono 
| steady, prolonged staro at the blue coated 
intruders. But Wetmore and his com- 
panion did not take the introduction so 
coolly. Quickly wheeling their horses 
thoy started down tho slope and out on the 
sleety and frozen prairie with the speed of 
tho wind. They were in for itnow. One 
look behind them revealed the Indians in 
full pursuit. But thoy had a good start. 
Tho wind was blowing a gale from tho 
northwest, and tho piercing needles of 
sleet drove straight into their faces with 
blinding fury, but they could neither stop 
nor change their course. On went tho 
fugitives, and on camo the bloodthirsty 
pursuers. It was a yeritable race for life. 
Rone of your dime novel fictions, but a 
living, breathing, palpitating, oxciting fact. 
Nine bloodhounds of the frontier after two 
blue coats and their scalps. This was the 
oxact situation, and Whetmore and his com- 
panion knew it. ‘They also know that their 


horses would not hold out long against 
tho torriblo storm, and bogan to doviso 


ways and means to sell thoir lives as doarly 
as possible. They thought of making a 
stand in tho buffalo wallows, when the ro- 
mombrance of tho terrible fate of ©) 
and his companions made them di 
spurs a little deeper, and seck a more fa- 
yorablo situation. 

“At last it was evident they could go no 
furthor, and something must be done. The 
trail thoy wero making on the slooty sur- 
face told them there was no escape by 
flight, so unslinging their carbines thoy 
dropped behind a small thicket and  pro- 
yared for the fight. By this time darkness 
ad sot in, and tho storm of sleet and snow 
was raging with unabated fury, Long and 
anxiously those two bonumbed and be- 
nighted men knelt on the frozen crust and 
waited for the appoarance of thoir sav 
foos, but they camo not. Kithor the Indians 
had boon pelted out of their purpose by 
tho torrific storm, or elso they had come to | 
tho conclusion that tho market prico of 
two scalps would not justify more than 
one or two twenty milos heats on a stiff 
and slippery prairic, At all evonts thoy 
gavo up tho chase. Lieutenant Wotmore 
and Hamilton staid behind tho thicket all 
hight, narrowly escaping froczing to death, 
and expecting every moment that tho 
whoops of tho savages would bo heard, and 
the crash of a tomahawk put them out of 
thoir misery, and ond the terrible sus- 
One, 
Pee Whon morning daynod tho savagos 
had disappoarod, but the beleaguered men 
woro in anothor pickle. Thoy wore lost in 
tho prairio, Lost as offvctually as though 
thoy w in midocoan, Tho storm howled 
‘an force as it did during the night. By 
nothing in tho heavens above or in the 
oarth beneath could the points of the com: 
yasy. bo cotormined. Weary, frozon, 
hungry and discouraged, tho waifdorors

Winter Nights, 

It is wonderful how differently the samo 
thing looks, when viewed from different 
points of observation. Looked at from 
ons who have never been in 
Canada, our Canadian winter is simply in- 
tolerable. Even in England, where, we 
should suppose, by this time most persons 
would be pretty well informed, there still 
exists the most exaggerated notions of its 
hyperborean character, Jn fact, it would 
appear as if their conception of it had been 
taken rather from the accounts given by 
travellers of this session in Norway and 
Kamatchtka, than from any rational and 
truthful representation of the thing itself. 
The very mention of the winter of this 
country, calls up the most grotesque and 
absurd visions of people crawling about 
wrapped up in the skins of animals, with 
pinched countenances and frost-bitten cars 
and noses} 

We write not, however, for the benefit of 
| these deluded people; and our own well- 
informed readers know what is what too 
well to need any information on this sub- 
ject. Thoy know that with all its draw- 
backs, there isno season which we could 
ess afford to lose, than our winter. To our 
agricultural population especially, it comes 
Jaden with the most invaluable opportuni- 
ties and blessi After the excessive toil 
of summer, welcome to the oyer- 
wrought and toil-worn farmer is the com- 
parative leisure of this season. It is almost 
the only time he has to visit or to receive 
| the visits of his friends, to renew the asso- 
ciations of his youth, and, by living over 
the past, to keep his. heart young. It is 
the only time in which he really enjoys the 
frnit of his labor, In the summer, which 
in this country, includes both spring and 
autumn, (for unlike other parts of the 
world), we haye really but two seasons),the 
husbandman is so full of care, and, owing 
to the scarcity and high price of labor, his 
energies are so sorely taxed often in keep- 
ing up with the duties of his calling, that 
he has very little time for enjoyment,— 
Amid the bustle and hurry, he has but one 
idea, to getas much done in as little time 
as may be, and so far as enjoyment is con- 
cerned, he is willing to wait for that until 
winter. He thinks of the stormy days and 
the long nights, not with aversion and 
dread, but with pleasure and hope. To say 
nothing about t sof winter. What 
glorious opportunitics are associated with 
its long nights. The hours between night- 
fall and bed-time are the most precious of 
the whole season. It may well be doubted 
whether anything else has contributed more 
to the intellectual, social and religious im- 
provement of the people of this country, 
than these long winter evenings, The 
churches have always known how to utilize 
them. ‘This is the season in which most of 
tho religious anniversaries are held. _ It is 
at this season that church socials, bible- 
classes and literary societies are most nu- 
merously attended. And_ it is at this soa- 
son that most of the reading and study is 
done among our rural population. Some 
of the men who are at this moment filling 
some of tho most distinguished posts of 
usefulness, both in church and state, have 
laid the foundation of what they are doing 
in theso long winter evenings. Many a 
young man who has neyer received any 
scholastic training, boyond that which ho 
has received in the common school, 
out-distanced in intellectual pursuits those 
who have enjoyed the advantage of a liberal 
education just by making o wiso improye- 
ment of those precious hours. 

And what has been done by these may be 
dono’by others. If some of our youthful 
readers, who feel the inconvenience of a 
defective cducation and scanty stores of 
knowledge, would only furnish themselves 
with a first-rate dictionary, a good gazet- 
teer, and ono of the most modern and ap- 
proved atlasses to begin with as books of 
roforonce, not to read them and try to re- 
membor all that thoy contain, but to keep 
thom near them to be consulted as occasion 
may roquiro ; then furnish themsolves with 
a fow thoroughly good books of a historical, 


biographical and geographical character to 
hogin with ; then be content to read slow- 
ly, resolving to understand, if possiblo,overy 


word, guossing at nothing, t ing nothing 
for grantod, but verifying everything by 
appeal to these books of reference, they wi 
bo amazed at the amount of information 
which thoy will have acquired by the ond 
of the winter, and what 1s of still moro im: 
portance, at tho progress in real mental 
development which they have mare,

How Cod-Liver Oil is Made. 


A correspondent of the New York Tribune 
who has examined a distillery for the man- 
ufacture of this article, at St. John’s, New- 
foundland, gives tho following: “ During 
one of our rambles on shore we inspected a 
cod-liver oil distillery, and the mode of 
manufacture is so simple and interesting 
that I venture to insert a description of it 
for the benefit of consumers of the bever- 
age. The livers are first washed with fresh 
water, and great care is taken to cleanse 
them of all traces of gall, the gall not only 
discoloring the oil, but giving it a disagree- 
able, bitter taste, They are then placed in 
avat and heated by steam, from a boiler 
underneath, to a temperature of 112° 
Fahr., which raises the exuded oil to the 
surface, whence it is skimmed off carefully. 
It is then filtered three times ; first through 
three bags, one within the other, the inner 
one made of flannel, and the two outer 
ones of muslin ; then through three others 
similarly placed ono inside the other, but 
made of stuff resembling Canton. flannel ; 
from these last it drips into a large tin 
trough, and is drawn off into puncheons 
through a faucet, over the mouth of which 
is placed a screen of the finest muslin, 

which excludes every trace of sediment 
and dirt. It is then ready for the market, 
and in color and general appearance close- 
ly resembles Sauterne wine, Our polite 
but fishy host pressed me to drink a glass 
of it, but I declined with all the politeness 
I could command. He evidently looked 
upon my refusal to drink as a slight upon 
the oil, and brought every argument in his 
power to bear to induce me to alter my de- 
cision, At last he was successful, for after 
informing me that out of the same glass 
offered to us, and standing on the same 
spot, the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Nowcastle had drunk of it, I could hardly 
refuse. T found its flavor not unpalatable, 
but it was almost tasteless, with barely a 
vestige of the nauseating, rancid odor of 
the ‘Pure Cod Liyer Oil” sold in New 
York drug stores. From being extracted 
at a low temperature it is saidnot to retain 
its purity longer than fifteen months, after 
which period it is mixed with ingredients 
to preserve its taste, or rather to prevent 
its rancid flayor frem becoming too appa-

The Postmaster-General on yesterday, 
the 8th inst., issued the following circular 
respecting the new Postal Reciproc 
tween Canada and the United States.

KHEPING POTATORS AND ROOTS OVER WINTER, 

The potatoes and roots which maybe | 
required for the family and for stock feed~ 
ing while the ground he frozen, must 
of course bo stored where they may be ac 
cessible, cither in a house, eee or out 
door cellar, The latter may be cheaply 
constructed, especially where « sidehill is 
conyenient, by digging out a pit, erecting 
aridgepole over the contre to sustain the 
roof, using planks or slabs for rafters, and 
covering, first with sod, and then with | 
earth. | 

But to keop the vegetables over to spring, 
to be usod then, the better way is to bury 
them in pits. A dry, slightly elevated 
location should be selected, and a long, | 
harrow pit dug about two feet in depth. | 
This pit should be fil and heapegl 1) 
with the vegetables. In covering we shoul 
aim to keep out both frost and water, 
that the vegetables may come out both dry 
and sound in the. spring... Although not 
absolutely necessary, .it ig dosirablo to cover 
potatoes, ut least, first withe straw, and if 
tho straw oan be so laid as to turn off the 
wator which may soak through the earth, 
so much the better.

The European War Cloud. 


Latest telegrams from Spain on Saturday 
contained intelligence of the very gravest 
character. A short time ago the Carlists 
in Northern Spain, who are in rebellion 
against the National Government, commit- 
ted a grave outrage against the Gorman 
flag by firing ona vessel named the Gustav, 
sailing under that flag. Prompt in the as- 
sertion of its dignity, the German Goyern- 
ment sought redress from the Spanish Goy- 
ernment for the act of its rebellious sub- 
jects. As yot, the correspondence has not 
been published, but the meagre summary of 
it given in the telegrams led to the hope 
that an amicable adjustment of the unfor- 
tunate occurrence would take place. It was 
somewhat ominous, however, that the samo 
despatch which led to this conclusion also 
rehearsed the preparations which the Ger- 
mans were making to place a strong fleet on 
the coast of Spain, which borders the Bay 
of Biscay. This was far from re-assuring ; 
but the public mind was startled when it 
was announced that troops had been landed 
from the German corvotte Nautilus, and 
had captured the town of Zaraus, after a 
short resistance by the Carlists. his, if 
authorized on the part of the commander of 
the German vessel, is an exceedingly high- 
handed proceeding. Ita direct consequence, 
under ordinary circumstances, would be a 
prompt declaration of war on tho part of 
Spain, unleas the action were disayowed by 
Germany.

Conspicuous among the amuny fine new 
buildings erocted in Bolloyille during the 
past summer, is I atthnor’s Torrace, Church 
Street, For yeara that portion of Church 
Street lying botween Bric and Dondas 
Streets, presonted rathor a 
ance. A very largo portion of the apace 
had hot been built upon, and thosoxisting 
buildings were generally becoming di 
ated, a lack of enterprise or carelessness, | 
perhaps, boing the cause of this unsatisfac- | 
tory cond vof affairs.

It is laid out in a very convenient manner, | 
forming a commodious and elegant dwel- } 
ling. On the ground floor four rooms, 
soparated by folding doors, with a large 
hall. ‘he upper story is divided into four 
rooms, each of which is supplied with a 
clothes cupboard, The doors and wood- 
work throughout ara painted and neatly 
grained in oak, In rear tho kitchen 
and woodhonse, also of brick, 18 by30, a | 
story anda half in height. The dwelling 
is supplied with a cistern for storage of soft 
water, and beneath is a large cellar. The 
barn and stables aro large and neat in ap- 
pearance, andthe wire fence which sur- 
rounds the premises in front is beautifully 
painted, forming an ornament to tho street. 


Early last spring Mr, Lattimer began a 
well-matured plan which he had formed for 
the improvement of the large property 
which he had acquired, A number of 
frame houses which stood on it were ve- 
moved and placed in a line, facing Dundas 
Street. Several new structures, also of 
frame, were added to these, the whole 
forming eight tengments of good size.

in the case of each, The visitor enters ‘a 
large 8 foot hall, with half landing stairs, 
The first flat is divided into three good- 
sized rooms, separated with folding doors. 
Upstairs are four rooms, inchiding bed 
room over the kitchen, and with a large 
clothes closet, Each department is fitted 
for gas, whioh can thus be introduced with 
out trouble, if the tenant so desires, The 
finish throughout is neat, all being painted | 
and fgrained in first-class style, ach 
tenement has on underground cellar and 
cistern ; a large yard, and commodious 
wood sheds, &c. ‘The kitchens, in rear of 
each dwelling, which are of brick, are 12 
ft. by 16ft. and a story and a half in height 
Two wells supply a sufliciency of water to 
the entire premises. It is intended to 
place porches—the foundations for which 
have already been laid—in 


front of oach 
door, and to construct a wire fence along 
tho front of the entire terrace, which will 
complete the design of Mr. Lattimer, who 
has spent much time and money in carry- 
ing it into execution. The property ix a 
very valuable one, and its owner is entitled 
to very great credit for energy and 
public spirit in putting so much money into 
bricks and mortar. 

Mr. Lattimer, bosides thé térrace, built 
the steam saw mill which is now owned by 
Messrs, Jones & Vandusen. He also owns 
4 large property on Pinnacle Street, near 
Dr. Hope's, which he has considerably im- 
proved of Inte.

SUFFERING AT SEA. 


SAVED FROM THE LA PLATA. | 


—— | 


Trrer Days on A Rar iy rue Bay oF 
Biscay. —A Trnteursc Nannative. 


| The boatswain’(Henry Lamont) and the 
| quartermaster (John Hooper) of the late 
steamship La Plata, who were picked up 
on a raft at sea three days after the steamer 
foundered in the Bay of Biscay, and were 
taken to Gibraltar, arrive Southampton 
Dec. 24, in the Peninsular and Oriental 


steamship Cathay, which brought them | 


home from that port, where they had mean- 
| time been inmates of the Civic Hospital. 

We take the following narrative of the 
| sufferings endured by the two poor fellows, 
| and their narrow escape from death, from 
| the’ Gibraltar Chronicle of the 16th ult. 


| A remarkable episode in the story of 
the last frightful disaster at sea—the 
foundering of tho La Plata—is the rescue, 
after drifting about for three days on the 
ocean, of Henry Lamont, boatawain, and 
| John Hooper, 4 quartermaster of the ship. 


but thinking it was no worse to be drown- 
ed between the raft and tho ship than be 
left to perish on the raft, ho. made: the 
desperate effort. and struck out for tho 
schooner. When ho got alongside, his 
hands were too benumbed even to clutch 
the rope which was held out to him, andhe 
took it between his .tecth.

Since their arrival 
here, Lamont and Hooper haye been under 
treatment in the Civic Hospital, and al- 
though still suffering from partial numb- 
ness and shooting pains in their legs, from 


| prolonged immersion in the sea, are suffi- 


ciently recovered to proceed to England in 
the packet expected to-day, 

Lamont is married and Hooper iaa wid- 
ower. ‘Their names appeared among those 
who perished, and they will he welcomed 
by their families like men restored mirac- 
ulously tolife. Although four days with- 
out food they felt nothing beyond the 
weakness of exhaustion, and suffered from 
neither hunger nor thurst, Neither did 
they feel pain from their long immersion 
| in salt water, sensations of all kinds have- 
ing been succeded by perfect numbness. 
The record of maritime. disaster . probably 
| contain few cases like this, We often read 
| of dreadful suffering from exposure in 
| open boats, but in the present instance the 
men were drifting about for thiroo days 
immersed in the very sea itself, and look-

One of thoso storms was of the most fear- 
ful charactor—not a little fall of snow of six 
or sight inches during&® might, but that 
many feet, With the wind howling and 
| drifting the snow in every direction. There 
are places up there where the mow is pro. 
bably over forty feet deep. These aval: 
anches are caused by the wind sweeping up 

none side of the mountain, and orming 
large drift just over the ridge on the op- 
osite wide, Which soon becomes too heayy, 
and, detaching. itself, plunges down tho 
mountain, increasing-in size until a moying 
mass of snow, covering acres, and ten to 
forty fect thick, sweeps with the rapidity of 
lightning down into the canons, carrying 
everything before it. No soft snow, but 
packed and jainmed together so perfectly 
solid, that the moment the mass stops, 
heavily loaded car-teanis can be driven any- 
where on top of it, the horses! shoes only 
making an impression, A personin front 
of one of these slides can commence his 
prayers none too quic! Wading in snow 
anywhere from his knees to his neck, with 
it blowing so that he can't see four fect in 
advance of him, he dodsn’t have the least 
chance to escape, although he knows one is 
coming by tho terrible roar it makes, which 
can be heard at a long distance. 

One of these slides swept over a mine 
called the “Anna,” last Tuesday, killing 
four men. The mine was working six men, 
on eight hours’ shifts, which necessarily 
kept two men at work while four were 
either sleeping or resting. Their cabin, or 
rather boarding house,immediately in front 
of the tunnel they were running, was built 
very strong,and considered safe from slides. 
At 12 o'clock at night the shifts were chang- 
ed, and the two men whose duty came on, 
left two of the men in the house asleep,and 
the other two sitting up at tho fire. One 
had commenced writing a letter, and the 
other was sitting on a stool smoking his 
pipe. 

‘The two men had just reached the face 
(or back end of the tunnel, which was in a 
distance of 400 fect),and one had raised the 
sledge to strike the drill, when they heard 
the roar of the slide. They ran back to 
the mouth, which the slide had ran over, 
leaying it filled with about five feet of snow 
which they had to dig through, and, on 
getting out, found nothing in sight. The 
house was swept away completely. ‘They 
raised an alarm as soon as possible,and get- 
ting word up to the mine called the “Prince 
of Wales, 


) which wae ronning about 100 
hands, they all turned out and comjenced 
digging for the house, which was tiot found 
until late the next morning. It had been 
carried down the mountain about 2,000 feet 
with about 30 feet of snow on top of it. 


Four men inside were found just as the 
other two had left them, The snow had 
broken through the roof, and had enyelop- 
ed them so suddenly that they had not 
moyed. They were not bruised in any way 
but had been suffocated. The mian sat 
there at the table in the act of writing, the 
inkstand not even having tipped over, but 
tho man smoking had probably heard it 
coming one second before ‘he was struck,

killing thirteen men and some thirty odd 
animals.

Oysters. 


We gather the following from an_ article 
appearing in the Popular Science Monthly : 

Our bivalve, however, does not spawn 
after the manner of mollusks generally, It 
is in its own way-viviparous. It does not 
omit ogga ; but. at the proper time, sends 
forth itsyoung alive. The eggs aro dislog- 
ed from the oyaries and committed to the 
nursing care of the gill and mantel, At 
first oach egg scoms to be enclosed in a 
capsule, It is of a yellowish collor 5 but 
as incubation or development progresses, 
the color changes, first to a gray, then toa 
brown, afterwards to a violet.

“ The Temple of Aolus, or the Tower of 
the Winds,” appears to slowly rise from the 
ground as the soil is removed around it, and 
ina short time will appear what it really is, 
one of the most beautiful, as well as interest- 
ing, antique monuments in existence, Many 
fragments of sculpture have been turned up 
in the soil, but nothi very perfect or note- 
worthy has been brought to light since I Jast 
wrote, except a large slab ten feet long and 
four broad with an inscription showing that 
it was dedicated by the city of Athens to the 
fame of a man who had distinguished himself 
in the battle of Marathon. ‘This slab has 
apparently been used as the floor of an oven 
at some period, and it was so calcined that it 
broke into fragments when lifted. It will be 
repaired, however, and carefully preserved. 
In a barrack which is close to this Tower of 
the Winds stands an Ionic column supporting 
a long slab of marble, bearing an inscription, 
which passes through a wall and rests upon 
another Ionic column on the other side. A 
row of columns is supposed to extend across 
the broad road, because others exactly similar 
are found in the basement of a house opposite. 
‘This is the next excavation which is pro} 
and great expectations are entertained that 
an important temple will be discovered ; and 
as it is so completely buried that only the 
capitals of the columns are peeping sbove 
ground, it may be found in a very perfect 
state of preservation when the soil is re: 
moved,” 


Bakep Mixce Murroy,—Take the re- 
mains of any joint of cold roast mutton, 
one or two onions, one bunch of sayory 
herbs, pepper and salt to taste, two blades 
of pounded mace or nutmeg, ono teacupful 
of gravy, mashed potatoes.

do it... She says: ‘Instead of protracted 
agony of twelve or eighteen hours, it will 
only be a pleasant oxereise of a few minutes 
in making it—just two hours for raising— 
and baked in fifty minutes, and then out 
comes the loaves, so round and light, so 
tendor and sweet, the whole household will 
bo delighted. . Tho first. thing, and Iast in 
fact, is proper temperature, both while 
making it and in. process of raising. With- 
out heat, internal as well as external, fer- 
mentation cannot be rapid enough. ‘Then 
heat two bricks to 100° or more, and place 
the pan you make the bread in on them, 
and so knead and work in the heat with 
tho materials. And now, though the great 
army of breadmakers stood up in floury 
array against mo, and even shake their 
doughy fingers at me, I shall not wince or 
‘abato one jot.’ ‘Success is tho test of 
merit,’ as the world goes, and this past de- 
lusive notion that after bread is light once, 
it must forsooth be moulded over into 
loaves and set to work again, is all non- 
sonse. It often induces sourness, certainly 
multiplies labor and takes time. Well, 
then have two tins well greased (butter is 
hopeless in these days) and divide the 
dough equally. (I use two quart ‘tins, 
which, of course, require two quarts of 
flour, and over for a loaf,) and set them to 
rise by the stove on hot bricks, with a piece 
of carpet over the bricks to moderate the 
heat, and then well cover with warm wool- 
lens. In two hours it will be rising like 
Aladdin's palaco, and when fairly brimmin, 
full, place it in your oven, and you will 
soon haye as delicious bread to eat as one 
ought to expect out of paradise. I claim 
this as original, and only ask you to follow 
these directio: clegtye us) the result.
